Follett to take over for Varney's in Union

The Union Governing Board of- 
ficially approved the recommenda- 
tion by the Procurement Negotia- 
tion Committee for Follett Higher 
Education Inc. to take over the uni- 
versity bookstore in the K- State Stu- 
dent Union and on the K-State-Sa- 
lina campus. The decision came on 
Thursday morning at the Union Cor- 
poration Board meeting. 

According to Bill Smriga, K- State 
Student Union director, both Follett 
and Varney's submitted solid pro- 
posals that impressed the board and 
met the minimum requirements. 

"Neither proposal was bad, one 
was just better than the other," 
Smriga said. "Our decision was 
based on what we felt would be in 
the best interest for the university 
and that bid leaned to Follett." 

Smriga said he thinks the Union 
and the bookstore will see positive 
changes and fresh ideas from Follett. 

"Given their national presence 
at hundreds of bookstores across 
the country, I think they should 
be on the cutting edge of what the 
bookstore should be providing to a 
campus," Smriga said. "We're aware 
and impressed with their knowledge 
of the bookstore business." 

Included in the Follett proposal is 
a confidentiality statement limiting 
the amount of information that can 
be shared about the proposal. Follett 
would not comment on the negotia- 
tions.

tween Varney's and the Union and 
location in Manhattan did not play 
a factor in the decision, according to 
the director. He mentioned it is sad 
that the partnership between the 
Union and Varney's will come to an 
end effective July 1.

K-State will conduct a routine 
test of the K-State Alert system 
around 10:15 a.m. today. 

K-State Alerts is designed 
to notify students when a dan- 
gerous condition or situations 
occurs on any of the K-State 
campuses. This test is per- 
formed twice a year to ensure 
the alert system will work 
during an actual emergency. 

The emergency notification 
channels being tested include: 
text messaging, automated 
phone calls, email to all K-State 
accounts, the university's home 
page, Fourwinds digital signage, 
and the alert beacons in various 
buildings on the Manhattan, 
Olathe and Salina campuses. 

Tornado sirens with voice 
communications and the public 
address system in the carillon 
on top of Anderson Hall will 
also be tested. 

Students who wish to receive 
test message alerts or automat- 
ed phone calls must register 
with K-State Alerts. Only current 
K-State faculty, staff and stu- 
dents are eligible to sign up for 
the alert system. 

K-State Alerts subscribers 
who do not receive the test alert 
should contact the IT Help Desk 
at helpdesk@k-state.edu or 
785-532-7722.

Fellow senior Jordan Henriquez 
had a lot of confidence that Mc- 
Gruder was going to make the shot. 

'A whole lot. Especially for us se- 
niors—we have been here. We have 
been through it before. Thomas 
[Gipson] said something to me how 
it is a little payback from Colorado 



two years ago when he hit that shot 
and they called it off," Henriquez 
said. "You know, we have been there 
before and we work on situations 
like that in practice. We executed 
really well." 

Playing for a potential berth in 
the NCAA tournament, the Bears 
came out on fire from the field. 
Senior guard Brady Heslip hit his 
first 3-pointers of the game, helping 
Baylor to a 16-14 lead with 10:58 left 
in the first half. 

K-State took a 24-23 lead before 
another Wildcat senior, Martavious 
Irving, hit back-to-back threes to give 
the Wildcats their biggest lead of the 
first half at 30-25. 

Baylor responded with a run of 



their own, and a jumper by senior 
AJ. Walton gave the Bears a 34-33 
lead as the two teams went to inter- 
mission. 

McGruder sparked the team early 
in the second half, scoring 6 points 
during a 7-0 run and moving the 
score to 40-34, forcing Baylor to call 
a timeout. 

However, the Bears would not 
back down. A layup by junior Cory 
Jefferson with 3:57 left in the game 
gave the Bears a 55-54 lead. 

After the game, Jefferson talked 
about the Bears' ability to come 
back, mainly due to the aggressive- 
ness of senior guard Pierre Jackson. 

"We stuck to what we do defen- 
sively; we were aggressive offensive- 



ly," Jefferson said. "Pierre did what he 
does best, attacking the basket, find- 
ing people, and when he got fouled, 
he hit his free throws. When he's 
doing that, we all play harder and 
feed off his energy." 

Jackson showed just this. With the 
Bears trailing by 2 points with less 
than a minute left, Jackson was able 
to draw a foul on Henriquez and get 
to the line, where he made both of 
his shots and tied the game at 61. 

Baylor appeared to force over- 
time, stopping K-State with one 
second left. However, head coach 
Scott Drew decided to go for it all, 
instructing his players to throw 
the ball the full 94 feet to freshman 
Isaiah Austin. It was out of bounds, 



giving K-State the ball under their 
own basket. 

McGruder, who had a game-win- 
ning shot waved off in Boulder in a 
58-56 loss to Colorado on Feb. 12, 
2011, made sure of a different result, 
releasing the ball with 0.6 seconds 
left to give the Wildcats the victory. 

McGruder led the Wildcats with 
18 points and four rebounds, allow- 
ing the team to remain tied with KU 
atop the Big 12 standings. 

The Wildcats will be back in 
action on Tuesday as they play host 
to TCU on senior night, with Irving, 
Henriquez and McGruder playing 
their final home game as Wildcats. 
Tipoff is scheduled for 7 p.m. in 
Bramlage Coliseum.

While Chambers was doing 
a majority of the scoring, 
White was doing all of the dirty 
work, finishing with 10 assists 
to go along with 6 points and 
six steals. 

"It feels good to get a win, 
because last year we could not 
for all the seniors we had last 
year. I felt that this win was not 
only for Brittany and me, but 
also Brandy [Brown], Jalana 
[Childs], Emma [Ostermann] 
and all the other seniors. I kind

improve on their season best 
results. To make qualifications 
even more difficult, only the 
nationally-ranked top 16 in- 
dividual athletes or teams can 
compete in each event. 

Having won the Big 12 Con- 
ference title just one week 
ago, junior Jharyl Bowry made 
the trip to try to improve his 
marks, but fell short of the 
NCAA qualifying marks. After 
scratching on his first three 
jumps, Bowry leaped 24-01.00 
and finished third in the event. 

Arguably the strongest per- 
formance of the meet overall 
came from pole vaulter Kyle 
Wait. The junior out of Gard- 
ner, Kan., not only put himself 



in line to compete for a nation- 
al championship, but broke a 
very impressive school record. 

With a vault of 17-10.50, 
Wait jumped into the top 12 
of the overall standings of the 
pole vault, and this mark will 
likely clinch Wait a spot in the 
NCAA meet next weekend. 
K-State coaches were very im- 
pressed by Wait's performance 
in a meet of such great impor- 
tance. 

"Kyle had a very impressive 
performance," said K-State 
head coach Cliff Rovelto. "It is 
very tough to do that in these 
last chance type meets." 

Kyle Hierholzer, K-State pole 
vault coach, said Wait held his 
composure well despite the 
significance of the meet. 



"I thought it was very spe- 
cial. It's hard to come to a last 
chance meet and compete at a 
high level, especially after the 
stress of a conference cham- 
pionship the week before, 
and considering our travel," 
Hierholzer said. "Kyle stayed 
relaxed and had fun today. He 
just flat out enjoyed himself 
out there.

supporter for the university," 
Smriga said. "It's been a very 
good partnership for us and 
I know they will continue to 
support the university and 
maintain the important part- 
nership that they have had in 
the past." 

At this point, the Union has 
only accepted Follett's propos- 
al; contract negotiations will 
now begin for the two sides. 

"We've accepted their pro- 
posal, but we don't have a con- 
tract," Smriga said. "Now our 
next step is to enter into con- 
tract negotiations." 

The negotiation process 
could last a couple of months 



due to the amount of legali- 
ty involved with the contract. 
Smriga said, but he hopes to 
have a contract signed by May 
1. 

The contract will include 
the Union Bookstore, and 
the bookstore located on 
the campus of K-State-Sali- 
na. Follett has operated the 
K-State-Salina bookstore for 
the past 10 years, according to 
Smriga. 

Varney's opened a book- 
store and apparel shop in the 
Central Mall in Salina a little 
over a year ago. 

"We're expanding the brand 
of K-State into other markets," 
Smriga said. "We have great 
opportunities to pursue other 



markets with K-State merchan- 
dise and textbooks." 

The Union Governing Board 
is beginning the discussion on 
how to answer a number of 
questions regarding what the 
transition process will look like 
and when it will take effect. The 
discussion will include con- 
tract length, which will likely 
be five years. 

One question that has risen 
is whether the K-State planners 
that Varney's provides will con- 
tinue to be offered. Levin said 
that Varney's has been making 
these planners prior to the 
partnership with the Union. 
He added that the ball is in the 
university's court on whether 
they want to continue to use 



Varney's version of the book. 

The Union Bookstore name 
will remain the same and the 
location of the store in the 
Union will not change either. 

"I expect that there will be 
some definite changes that 
customers will see," Smriga 
said. "Those changes will prob- 
ably include physical changes 
to the store itself." 

Smriga could not say wheth- 
er or not there will be a change 
in prices for students with Fol- 
lett. 

"I can only say that Manhat- 
tan will now be in a competi- 
tive environment as far as local 
bookstores," Smriga said. 

Since Varney's is located 
in Aggieville, Smriga does 



not anticipate Follett will be 
purchasing inventory from 
Varney's. When Smriga went 
through this process before at 
a different university, the prior 
company simply sold their in- 
ventory to the company taking 
over operations. 

Darren Tabor, retail clerk 
for the Union Bookstore, said 
he assumes there will be two 
options for the bookstore em- 
ployees: move over to Varney's 
in Aggieville or stay at the 
Union. Tabor is an employee of 
Varney's even though he works 
in the Union location. 

"We just found out Thursday 
that we didn't get the contract, 
so it's something that we hav- 
en't heard anything official on," 



Tabor said. 

Overall the selection pro- 
cess went smoothly, according 
to the Union director, mention- 
ing there was good discussion 
at the governing board level. 
The Procurement Negotia- 
tion Committee, who passed 
along the recommendation to 
the board, consisted of three 
Union staff members, includ- 
ing Smriga, a student from 
the Union Governing Board, 
a faculty member, the direc- 
tor of purchasing for K-State 
and the business officer from 
K-State-Salina. 

Sophia Dongilli, senior in 
modern languages, participat- 
ed in the selection process but 
was unavailable for comment.
